ing of Lincoln from ou r na­ 
tional life is the fact tlmt tid­ 
ings of hie tak ing off arrestetl the very 
pu lsations of existence in cou ntless 
thou sands of his cou ntrymen. 
For an 
Indefinite 
space 
the life 
beat and 
thou ght beat, as It were, of inen and 
women stood still or mark ed time. 
Tbe late Rlchnrd Watson Gilder of 
the Centu ry, who was an indefatigable 
stu dent of Lincoln and a nation wide 
traveler, said that twenty to forty 
years after the event, whenever bo 
spok e to su rvivors of the tragic era, 
east, west or sou th, abou t the death of 
Lincoln, they wou ld at once respond by 
recalling the timo of day when they 
heard the news, where they were, 
w hat they were doing and even the 
words and ejacu lations called forth in 
th« *ir presence by the paralyzing an 
nou ncement. 
And that perscftial parnlyzatlon—for 
su ch it seemed—was not limited to 
Lincoln’s partisan admirers. Thou ght­ 
fu l adu lts of all shades of opinion as 
to the vital issu es of the w ar were 
brou ght u n« l« *r its sway. In less force­ 
fu l bu t none the less significant man­ 
ner the ou tside wyrld was affected. 
Abroad, as a t home, and even In the 
enemy's camps criticism and asper­ 
sion reversed themselves by eu logy 
and panegyric when the bu llet of a 
madman baited the life work of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln the night of April 14 fifty 
years ago. 


Fa teful April 1 4 . 
No tragedy was needed to give April 
14 prominence iu the war annals of 
the repu blic nor of Lincoln. 
On that 
« lay fou r years before the stars and 
strlp« *s hu d been for tbe first time 
hu mbled by men born u nder Its ni*gis. 
and that very day, April 14, 18*¡5, the 
fiag, by Lincoln’s own order, had been 
hoisted to float again over the walls of 
Su mter. 
Moreover, fou r years before, 
In th© hou rs corresp« >nding to those 
when the stage was laid for the trage- 
<ly of I Sir» , Lincoln was preparing 
that epoch mak ing proclamation which 
answrered the Indignity cast u pon Old 
Glory by a clarion call t<> arms. 
And tho day itself, April 14. 180» ’ . 
wou lil liavo stood apart in execu tive 
aimais as tho one when Lincoln offi­ 
cially formu lated the policy ho had In 
miml for ending the polit ica I confu sion 
« lu e to the war, the terms u pon which 
tho seceding citizens wou ld be receiv­ 
ed back as citizens. 
This process he 
once expressed 
in 
a 
characteristic 
simile that chick ens are produ ced by 
hatching, not by smashing, eggs. 
All 
lu all. the fatefu l day went, as other 
administrative days o t tho war had 
gone u p to its close—u p to the tu rning 
point from work to play. 
At the cab­ 
inet meeting General Grant, ju st from 
Appomattox, was present and called 
u pon te explain the military situ a­ 
tion. 
There were still over 
1 0 0 , 0 0 0 
Confed« *rates iu arms, inclu ding John 
ston’s 31,000 confronting Sherman iu 
North Carolina. 
Mobile had been cap 
tu rod, bu t its garrison of 17.000 «*s- 
caped. 
News of this, however, was 
not b<*for© the cabinet 
Interest at this meeting c« *u ter« *d 
u pon Lincoln's "Lou isiana plan" for 
getting the seceders back into harmony 
with tho states th« *.v had fou ght for 
f« >u r years. 
Said lu » , "W e mu st <*x 
tlngu lsb resentment if we exp<vt u n­ 
ion." 
One cabinet ot^cer described 
Lii)(*oln'g appearance ami denmanor at 
this last meeting as “more elu rerfu l 
and happy than I had ever seen him." 


la st Appea l Fo r Pea ce. 
Early in the month Mr. Lincoln had 
been at the front with Grant when 
Petersbu rg and Richmond fell. 
The 
last he saw <»f tin* Confederacy It was 
g« » lng to ple« « *s. iu nl while u sing the 
phrase "after the war is over" in hi# 
official argu ments lie talk ed as thou gh 
the end had come. 
At the cabinet 
meeting he merely clinelmd some of 
the argu menta which he had u sed in a 
speech responding to a serenade at the 
White Hou se the evening of the 11th. 
the last address to come from his lips 
In pu blic. Referring to the new Lou isi­ 
ana state government which ha« l ju st 
been organized by former secessionists 
to retu rn to the l'nîon. he said: "If 
wo now reject and spu rn them we do 
ou r u tmost to disorganize and disperse 
them.

posed was in the play. 
Bu t a scream 
from tho president's box. confu sion 
there and a man half leaping, half 
tu mbling from that box to the stage 
brou ght the au dience to their feet. 
Some eyes followed the motions of the 
intru der on the stage; others wero riv­ 
eted on the box. 
Miss H arris stepped 
to the side nearest the au ditoriu m ami 
excitedly ask ed for w ater or stim u ­ 
lants, adding, "The president is shot.” 
Wild disorder took possession of the 
hou se and the trou pe of players.

Disa ppo intment a nd M isg iv ing s. 
An extraordinarily popu lar play o

was

Cou sin,” In which an English lord was 
held u p to ridicu le. 
Ou r oversea cons 
ins were far from popu lar here in 
those days. 
Lau ra Keene, a groat fa­ 
vorite and the original produ cer of the 
play In America, had the star part ¡is 
it was produ ced at Ford’s theater and 
was having a benefit that night 
It 
was annou nced that tho president and 
his wife and the "hereof Appomattox" 
and his wife wou ld occu py a box to­ 
gether. 
Lincoln’s story telling dalliance had 
delayed the White Hou se dinner, bu t 
that was not all. 
While be was read­ 
ing or telling stories tha t afternoon 
Mrs. Lincoln receive« ! a message sav­ 
ing that the Grants were departing for 
Bu rlington and wou ld not therefore 
Join the theater party.

her lap and began to stanch the flow' 
of blood from a wou nd (which she 
was first to discover) behind the car. 
Althou gh tii'«* weapon had been held 
close, the bard bone bad check ed the 
bu llet’s force, and it did not leave the 
head, so no lineament of that m ar­ 
velou s face was distu rbed. 
From the tu rmoil of the startled the­ 
ater tho scene changed before mid­ 
night to the parlor floor of a hou se op­ 
posite.

sonnl attendants and his wife and 
friends at the bedside. 
Later, on hu r­ 
ried su mmons, came Secretary of W ar 
Stanton, Welles, secretary of tho navy; 
Senator Su mner and Mr. Colfax, the 
last official to grasp the hand of Lin­ 
coln alive and t<> exchange words with 
him. 
These lingered to the last near 
the side of their dying chief, alternate­ 
ly watching and inditing and sending 
ou t news messages and or« i« *rs to the 
press and to the army camps.

At 7:22 in the morning the pu lse 
ceased t«> beat, the breathing stepped. 
•Silence reigimd over tho watchers for 
an Interval, and Stanton voim l In the 
happiest of phrases—words farrench- 
ing nml prophetic—the daw n of a new 
Lincoln era. "Now lie belongs to tho 
ages." 


The Who le Nntio n Ho rrified. 
Before midnight of the 14th brief tel­ 
egrams from Washington reached the 
big cities, and the editors took them 
¡is more ru mors. The ti-’st simply said 
that the president had 
been shot. 
Soon followed the particu lars that the 
tleed was done in a theater; that In* 
was alive and might recover. 
The 
news was accepted mid printed for 
what it was worth. Private telegrams 
were sent ou t by scores. 
Excited men 
ran to Washington hotels and to other 
theaters and cried ou t the shooting, 
bu t were riot believed. 
In a short time word was added to 
Washington dispatches that Secretary 
of State Seward and his son bad been 
attack ed abou t the time the presid« *nt 
wa# shot, and the idea of a mu rderou s 
conspiracy in retaliation for Lee’s «1«*- 
feat and tho fall of Richmond instant­ 
ly took 
root. 
A telegram 
brou ght 
Grant back by the first retu rn train; 
army headqu arters notified all com­ 
manders in the field, gu ards were call­ 
ed ou t in Washington, and all impor­ 
tant points and every arm y camp, 
every commu nity where the telegraph 
ran. was rou sed to a state bordering 
on terror.
